Vet, 
by the words of the commiſſion, as alſo by the common opinion 
of the learned, one juſtice alone, out of ſeſſions, may grant this 
ſurety of the good behaviour. But this is not uſual, unleſs it 
be to prevent ſome great and ſudden danger, eſpecially againſt 
a man that is of any good eſtate, carriage, or report. And it
